COLUMBUS. May 15—State Fire 
Marshal Ray R. Gill reported today 
that 1940 fires cost Ohio $9,297,074 
—more than $1,750,000 less than 
in 1939 and the lowest loss since 
1917‘s $7,500,000. 
At the same time Gill noted a 
sharp decline in deaths by burn­ 
ing. with 351 listed for 1940 against 
377 in 1939 and 583 in 1917. 
Gill attributed the slash princi­ 
pally to greater “safety conscious­ 
ness" on the part of the public 
and use of more efficient fire­ 
men and fire fighting equipment. 
"There also has been increased 
ac tivity in the office of fire marsh­ 
al," Gill added "Last year we or­ 
dered 1,159 buildings either torn 
down or repaired to eliminate fire 
hazards. 
"However, the danger of fires 1s 
increasing steadily as defense in­ 
dustries quicken. Right now we 
have a great heed for every indi­ 
vidual to make it a personal re­ 
sponsibility to eliminate fire haz­ 
ards in the home. camp or factory."

Immaculate 
gloves offer the finishing touch to 
any costume, but it isn’t necessary 
to have a big glove wardrobe. Most 
gloves today, even the fine leather 
ones, are washable, and it is easy 
to give them a tubbing. 
Do not attempt to wash gloves 
that have already been to the dry- 
cleaner or that have been treated 
at. home with cleaning fluid or 
powder. 
Don't wait until gloves 
look dirty before washing them 
If they have been 
worn 
a few. 
times, they are dirty, whether they 
appear to be or not. 
Repeated 
tubbings 
won’t 
hurt 
the leather, but rubbing away at 
accumulated 
grime* 
will 
cause 
holes or will injure finish and dye. 
Washing Leather Gloves 
Use mild, pure soap flakes or 
powder, and lukewarm but never 
hot water. 
Wash 
dark 
leather 
gloves quickly, light ones may be 
safely soaked, if so desired. 
Use 
a very soft brush and rich suds on 
any badly soiled or grimy epots. 
When finished with sudsing, roll 
gloves from wrist. 
Never strain 
seams by pulling finger tips. Wash 
inside to remove hand soil. Rinse 
in clear lukewarm water. Vinegar 
or lemon juice in the rinse water 
will help to overcome fading and 
streaking of color. 
Squeeze as dry as possible, but 
do not wring. Remove excess mois­ 
ture by rolling in towel. 
Blow into 
gloves to puff them into shape. 
Lay flat to dry. away from radia­ 
tors and all excessive heat, but in 
an air current. 
If cuffs or allth­ 
ing or trimming is of contrasting 
color, place 
tissue 
paper 
inside 
gloves 
Best thing, though. is to 
invest id a glove frame. 
When nearly dry. work gloves 
wiih fingers to soften 
This will

Washing Fabric Gloves 
Gloves

clean in a twinkling, provided that 
the washing is done as soon as 
they look wilted 
Lukewarm soap­
